F LATE YEARS with high cattle markets and a great demand 
for hamburger, we have been hearing much about rate of gain 
and size of beef animals, with little or no attention being paid to 
type, conformation or quality of the finished product. Likewise, in 
this connection, the contribution of the purebred breeder is often 
over-looked altogether, in the overall range 


underestimated, or 
program. 

There are those who would have us believe that there are two 
kinds of cattle, one for the show ring, and another for the range. 
This erroneous idea, if generally accepted, will only lead to con- 
fused thinking, and can eventually do a great deal of harm to the 
cattle industry of the northwest. The fact that cattle from this 
area in past years have topped the great markets of the country 
has been due in no small part to the efforts of our progressive pure- 
bred breeders, who, in all three major breeds, are doing an excel- 
lent job. 

Every practical rancher and farmer producing beef cattle, as 
well as the feeder who finishes them out, recognizes the fact that 
there are certain factors that must be bred into cattle to make the 
highest quality and most profitable returns to them. The feeder, 
especially, knows that cattle must be born with the factor of fast 
rate of gain, plus the ability to put the meat on the carcass in the 
right places to produce the maximum of high quality cuts. When 
the corn belt feeder comes to buy western calves, he is looking for 
the kind that will fill out, at a weight of from 1,000 to 1,200 
pounds, to produce this kind of meat. 

This corn belt feeder is obviously the range man’s best cus- 
tomer, only a small percent of two-year old steers being sold direct 
to the packing house, canners and cutters and undesirable beef, 
with which we are not so much concerned, also going for immediate 
This good customer, the feeder, should be catered to, 
Producers who have 


slaughter. 
and his desires given careful consideration. 
best met his demands by building their herds on breed type and 
ability to finish at an early age can testify that it pays off in 
premium prices for their calves. 

In building a herd on breed type, a range man’s best yardstick 
should be the findings of the show ring. There is no more accurate 
standard by which he can measure his own progress. By compar- 
ing his animals on the home range with those on display, he can 
best see where improvement is needed. 
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he Place of the Purebred Breeder 
in the Range Cattle Business

In this connection, we too often hear it said or implied, even by 
public speakers who should know better, that the show type of an- 
imal is not the most profitable for the range producer. For our 
part, we have never yet seen the bull that is too good to be turned 
out with well bred commercial cows, nor the cow that is too good 
to be the mother of a steer. 

Furthermore, in observing the placings of purebred cattle at 
fairs and shows in the last 15 years, invariably the judge has placed 
highest the cattle showing quality and conformation. This is ex- 
actly what the range man is trying to breed into his herd, con- 
formation being nothing more than the ability to put the meat on 
in the right places to produce a carcass with greater dressing per- 
cent and less waste. 

The judge likes smoothness of body in the show ring animal. 
Large, raw-boned animals will grow rapidly, they will produce 
pounds, but many of these pounds will be lost when the carcass is 
dressed. Like the range man and the feeder, the judge knows that 
a smooth, compact animal will produce a carcass from which the 
butcher will obtain a maximum amount of quality meat, for which 
he is willing to pay more than for the rangy, wastefully built 
animal. 

Other characteristics sought for alike by the range man and 
the show ring judge are those that indicate the animal will be a 
good doer, will be thrifty, and have a strong constitution. Thus the 
spring of rib and depth of heart show greater heart and lung ca- 
pacity. A wide, short head with short muzzle shows individuality 
and grazing ability, a disposition to take care of himself. A good 
strong middle, without paunchiness, indicates the ability to handle 
feed. Straight, sturdy legs, placed under each corner of the body, 
show an ability to travel and get around to secure feed. Shortness 
of the legs goes with the right kind of body, which is deep and 
thick, carrying the maximum of meat. 

In speaking of the legs, another fallacious idea is that a long- 
legged, rough animal will get around and do a better job of picking 
up feed on scattered parts of the range. Nothing could be more 
In personal observation of our commercial herd over the 
years, we find that without exception, the short-legged, smooth- 
bodied cow will range just as far, winter in better condition, and 
come in the fall with a heavy calf and be in better condition herself 
than the longer-legged, larger framed, (Please turn to page 172

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population more than double that of its nearest competitor. 
Its grazing land area exceeds that of any rival by many millions of 
acres. Extending from the days of the Longhorns Texans have a 
beef producing heritage generations deep. Into this great south- 
western cattle empire Aberdeen-Angus are moving in ever increas- 
ing numbers. For the Blacks are made to order for the Lone Star 
State, whether under range conditions, or on improved pastures in 
the farming areas. Seemingly the only drawback is that the supply 
of Angus is far short of demand. 

Today Texas is our fastest growing Angus state. In 1951 reg- 
istrations, transfers, and new members joining the National Asso- 
ciation, were 100 per cent above the Texas totals of 1949. In the 
Texas State Association the 1951 membership pushed past the 700 
mark. This figure compares with around 20 members in 1936; 
some 70 in 1947; about 350 in 1949. The goal set by the Texas An- 
gus breeders for 1952 is 1,500 members. Texas is moving fast in 
the Aberdeen-Angus world! 

The first Blacks came into Texas around 1895, their importer 
being G. O. Cresswell, then located at Coleman. At first he was 
able to get only grade Angus bulls, but later secured registered 
bulls for his commercial herd. Ben T. Cable of San Antonio and 
Sam Hill of San Angelo were other early breeders in Texas. Later 
such stalwarts as Koss Barry of Walnut Springs and Mrs. Lee 
Gowdy of Jacksboro kept Doddie interest burning. In the mean- 
time large commercial operators, like the Mastersons at Truscott, 
were coming into the picture. 

Several factors are responsible for the rapid increase of Aber- 
deen-Angus interest in Texas in the past five years. One thing 
has been the proven do-ability of the Blacks under range condi- 
tions. Cancer eye is becoming an increasingly serious matter with 
producers of cattle with light coloration. If for no other reason 
than freedom from this ailment Angus would be on the upsurge in 
the state. A high resistance to pinkeye has been another factor. 
Very important in a period of help scarcity has been the dehorning 
job done by Angus bulls and the saving in time, labor and weight 
losses made possible by introducing Doddie blood. Much of Texas 
is bothered with screwworms and with no dehorning wounds to 
treat loss from this factor is negligible for ranchers with the Blacks. 

But probably the biggest selling point with practical cattlemen 
has been the fact that Aberdeen-Angus just naturally do better. 
Angus calves at weaning time are heavier. On top of that corn 
belt demand for Angus calves has made possible premium prices. 
Heavier selling weights, plus a price advantage per hundred weight, 
is something that any cowman understands. Couple this with the 
foraging ability of Angus cows and the fact that they milk well, 
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‘on: is cattle country—beef cattle country. It has a bovine

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but still are seldom bothered with udder trouble, sort of clinches 
the deal. Where Black cows have been brought into whiteface 
country, making possible side-by-side comparisons—often in the 
same pasture—they have sold themselves. And as the number of 
such cow groups spread the demand for Angus has increased by 
geometrical progression. 

As one old timer told me the life of an Angus breeder in the 
earlier days was rough. There was prejudice against the Blacks, 
partly as a reaction to change, but more so from established oper- 
ators with bulls of another breed to promote. 

“For one thing our source of bulls in sufficient numbers was in 
the middle west—and then it was hard to get a uniform group. But 
as the Angus moved toward the southwest, and the size and qual- 
ity of the herds increased, interest in Angus among Texas ranchers 
increased.” 

Also on the debit side—and still a factor—is the matter of 
quality of stock brought in. We well remember what Al Darlow 
of Oklahoma A. & M. College told a Texas field day audience a few 
years ago. The gist of the talk was that all Texas Angus breeders 
had to fear in the way of competition was not the Herefords “but 
your own inferior Angus.” Taking counterfeits with a black hide 
into a cattle-smart ranch country like Texas was poor business. In 
some sections it has taken time to overcome with the re-selling 
done by the right kind of cows—and real bulls. 

The high quality of cattle going into the foundation of new 
herds in the past few years has been a big selling point for the 
breed. This quality is also being reflected in the increasing com- 
petition from Texas herds in the major shows of the southwest. 
But not to be forgotten is the quality of the men back of the Texas 
Angus business. They are typical of the enthusiasm and push for 
which the Lone Star state is famous. Asked how the Texas Asso- 
ciation expected to build up from 700 to 1,500 members in the com- 
ing year a director had a ready answer. “That’s easy. Every mem- 
ber bring in another man in ’52. That’s how we got up to 703 
members this last year.” 

This month we will take the stories back of two herds. One is 
a new herd in the process of building. The other is an older herd— 
established in 1937—at a time when there wasn’t another Angus 
herd in a 150 mile radius. 

Chapter Two 
77 Ranch at Wichita Falls 

An easy way to start an argument in Texas is to pick out a 
certain spot as the best grass country in the state. But even res- 
idents of other sections admit that it is hard to beat the range 
country around Wichita Falls in the north central part of the state.

77 Ranch, owned by George Graham and managed by Dr. Dan 
Roberts, owes its name to a land patent taken out in the pioneer- 
ing days of the 1880s by the 77 Land Company. The name has 
stuck for more than a half century under various owners. Before 
being acquired by George Graham, an oil drilling contractor oper- 
ating extensively in the south and southwest, it was a horse ranch. 
“As a result most of the good grass had been eaten out to the roots, 
and we had a job of brush eradication and reseeding,” the owner 
reports. 

The Texas rancher-oil driller in acquiring his 2,600 acres gave 
the matter of stocking a lot of thought. “As ranches go through 
this country we could have only a small operation. Land prices are 
going up and I couldn’t see any profit in running commercial cattle 
on $75 an acre land. However, we were close to town, so a pure 
bred herd—around 400 head of good cows—looked like it would pay 
best.” 

Then came the matter of breed. In his travels over the south- 
west George Graham had been doing a lot of observing against the 
day when he would have a place to run cattle. There are a lot of 
big pure bred Hereford herds around Wichita Falls. If I went 
whiteface I figured I would be lost in the shuffle. The mostly I 
had come to the conclusion that Aberdeen-Angus were the breed 
with a future for this country. They have a lot of advantages that 
are becoming increasingly important—no dehorning, no cancer eye, 
good doers, good mothers—and a top price for the calves at wean- 
ing time. 

“But there was a lot of anti-Angus sentiment in this country,” 
George Graham brings out. “Mostly it grew out of the practice of 
bringing Angus bulls into Hereford herds, pure bred or commer- 
cial, to use on first calf heifers. The heifers can be bred earlier 
than when a Hereford bull is used. The black whiteface calves sell 
weli. But what hurt Angus interest around here was the quality 
of the bulls that were brought in. They were black and hornless, 
but mostly a sorry lot so far as good beef conformation was con- 
cerned. People got the idea that all Angus looked like these 
throwouts.” 

The idea in the back of his mind to stock with Angus was 
brought into action about two years ago. The bank in which he 
was a director was asked for a loan to finance a car load of Angus 
cows coming into the state from Iowa. “So out of that car I bought 
eight cows at $400 a head. They have proven an excellent invest- 
ment.” 77 Ranch is more than halfway on its goal of a 400 cow 
unit, there are 210 producers on the ranch now. After the first 
purchase of lowa cattle twelve bred heifers were secured in the 
north, then a group of nineteen from Texas, followed by seven- 
teen from French Broad in Kentucky. 

With the coming of the first cattle there has been an intensive 
and extensive range and ranch improvement program. Like many 
other sections of Texas mosquite and other brush is a problem. One 
thousand acres has been sprayed with a 2,4D. The kill of brush has 
been good, letting sunlight in to start grass anew. Cost has been 
moderate—from $3.00 to $3.50 per acre. In addition considerable 
seeding with little bluestem has been done to take care of the grass 
killed out by horse grazing. 

With a grin George Graham pointed to his line fence. “Around 
here they call it an ‘oilman’s fence’ but I didn’t want any brahmas 
in here with the Angus.” The “oilman’s fence” is built with eight 
and ten inch cedar posts from the Lampasas country, closely spaced, 
and carrying six strands of barbed wire. Its cost at $1,040 a mile 
he figures as a good investment as it will turn stock for a good 
many years. Twenty-eight miles of fence have been put up so far. 

There are eight tanks for watering on the ranch. A “tank” in 
Texas is a reservoir with a dam at one end. One of the Graham 
“tanks” covers twenty-eight acres. In addition the ranch has a 
four mile frontage on the north and west along the Wichita river. 
Actually the river is no help from a cattle watering standpoint as 
the bleaching bones of cattle of years ago testify to the treacherous 
sand along the stream. But the river furnishes 600 acres of bottom 
land for crops. This top soil, thirty and more feet deep, is exceed- 
ingly fertile when moisture is available. With the water table not

too far down irrigation is being practiced in this country, and 77 
Ranch may try it. 

Twenty-eight acres of alfalfa has been seeded. Vetch, Sudan 
and sorgo is also grown. Normally in this part of Texas it is 
figured that one cow and calf unit needs ten acres. By the use of 
two trench silos, sorgos and other ensiling feeds, it is figured that 
the carrying capacity of the ranch can be about doubled over what 
it would be under straight range conditions. It has been dry in this 
part of Texas and already the trench silo has proven a lifesaver. 

Manager of the 77 Ranch is Dr. Dan Roberts, graduate of 
Texas A. & M. College and a practicing veterinarian at Wichita 
Falls from 1938 to 1951. In fact Dr. Roberts made a wide reputa- 
tion for himself as a cancer eye specialist. This operation, unknown 
to Angus breeders, is necessary to save cattle of light coloration 
around the face. “As a matter of fact,” Dr. Roberts says, “my 
practice along this line got too good. I was jut plain killing myself 
off going all over the country and I realized that sooner or later I 
would have to quit to save my own health. So when George Gra- 
ham approached me on the idea of handling 77 Ranch it didn’t 
take too much selling.” And in the better than a year he has 
worked with the Graham Angus there have been no more cancer 
eye operations. That is one of the reasons “Dr. Dan” likes the 
Blacks and in his opinion is a factor that ‘s swinging more cattle- 
men toward Angus. 

Dr. Roberts has some very definite opinions about Angus, both 
as a veterinarian and now as a ranch manager. In the matters of 
pinkeye, cancer eye and dehorning they have a very definite ad- 
vantage. Down here screwworms are a problem twelve months at 
a time, some years. By letting an Angus bull do your dehorning 
you save yourself a lot of grief. Both in my practice, and here, I 
have run into very little trouble with Angus cows or heifers calving. 
They very seldom need help, Sunburned udders can be a mean 
problem, and here again an Angus cow is virtually immune. 

“In fact, here in the range country there are more advantages 
for Angus, over other breeds, than in the north, the way I see it.” 

No. 1 bull in the 77 Ranch herd has been Homeplace Eileen- 
mere 777, a son of Eileenmere 487th out of a Revolution 7th-Black 
Peer of St. Albans dam. We noticed several young bulls out of 
cows bought bred to good bulls. One or more of these youngsters 
may help in the herd, which will need a good sized bull battery. 
One likely young fellow is a son of Black Peer 28th of Angus 
Valley; another a son of Black Evader of French Broad; a third by 
Lar-Eileenmere, now in service in the Kitty Clover herd in Ne- 
braska; a fourth by Double Blackcapmere in Meier Angus Farms 
herd in Missouri. 

George Graham is typical of many new Texas breeders—a man 
with a lot of enthusiasm for Angus, but with his enthusiasm tem- 
pered by the practical. “Angus haven’t been too popular in this 
part of Texas, but the idea is changing. Mostly it has been a mat- 
ter of the cattle that were brought in weren’t good enough. One

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HE UNIVERSITY OF VERMONT, Burlington, was recently 

presented with three Aberdeen-Angus heifers as a nucleus for 
the first beef herd ever established at the institution. Two heifers 
were a gift of the New England Angus Association and the third 
was given by Mary L. Beckwith, Hildene Farm, Manchester, 
Vermont. 


The presentation was made at a special gathering held at the 
Morgan Horse Farm near Middlebury, Vermont. J. E. Carrigan, 
Dean of the university’s college of agriculture, accepted the an- 
imals in behalf of the state and the university. 


Dean Carrigan stated that “the University of Vermont and 
State Agricultural College was most appreciative of the splendid 
cooperation of the New England Aberdeen-Angus Association in 
donating three fine heifers as foundation stock for an Angus herd 
at the Morgan Horse Farm.” He added that the heifers and sub- 
sequent offspring would be used for feeding and breeding trials at 
the farm and for class work in animal husbandry at the university. 


A fourth heifer will be donated in the spring by Dr. Orton 
Stuart, Glenorton Farm, Fairfax, Vermont. 


The Angus heifers will be used in a long range comparison of 
costs of raising beef cattle and dairy replacements. The study will 
be under the supervision of Donald M. Kinsman, professor of an- 
imal and dairy husbandry at the university. 


The program has a three-fold objective: To determine the 
economy of raising beef cattle or dairy replacements as a source 
of supplementary income to Vermont farmers; to learn whether 
surplus home grown roughage may be marketed to better advan- 
tage through beef cattle or dairy heifers; and to secure feed use 
and growth data on beef cattle and dairy heifers. 


The University plans to winter and pasture beef and dairy 
heifers under comparable conditions. Professor Kinsman stated 
that the animals will be pastured and wintered together under suit- 
ably controlled conditions. 


Data on the cost of raising and growth will be secured on the 
two groups of heifers. The project will extend over a period of 
years to obtain significant results. Preliminary figures will show 
trend and furnish some data upon which to base general recom- 
mendations. 
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The nucleus of the future Angus herd at the Univer- 
sity of Vermont's Morgan Horse Farm in Middlebury, 
Vermont, takes its first bit of top quality Vermont 
hay. 


The New England Angus Association will provide the Univer- 
sity with a bull when the heifers are of breeding age.

ET US LOOK at the Mosaie law which 
starts with the nineteenth chapter of 
Exodus and extends to the tenth chapter of 
Numbers. There is evidence that the Baby- 
lonians observed a law which kept the sev- 
enth day of the week for rest, and there is 
also evidence which points to a great deal 
of similarity between various other laws of 
Moses and laws of Babylonia and of Egypt 
which were observed before Moses set up 
his code. However, God is not only the God 
of the Hebrews, “He has made of one blood 
all nations of men to dwell on all the face 
of the earth,” and therefore it is perfectly 
normal that the Gentiles who have not the 
Law of Moses, should “do by nature the 
things contained in the law.” The original 
thing, however, in the Mosaic law is the 
new spirit which it embraces. It is definitely 
ethical; and it elevates morality to a higher 
level, in accordance with its conception of 


Agriculture— 


The First Occupation of Man 


This Chapter deals with Biblical Laws pertaining to 


early agriculture. It is interesting to note the laws of 
MOSES and to look at the influence they have had 


upon our laws and customs of today. 


a spiritual and holy God, who makes a 
covenant with His people on a moral basis. 
The purpose of the Mosaic law was “not so 
much to create a new system as to give a 
new significance to that which had already 
long existed among Semitic races, and to 
lay the foundation of a higher symbolism 
leading to a more spiritual worship.” The 
Mosaic law took existing customs and cere- 
monies and infused them with a new spirit, 
which elevated, purified, and transformed 
them. 

With the above introduction to the Mosaic 
law, let us now turn to the portion of this 
law pertaining to agriculture. In the book 
of Exodus and again in the book of Levit- 
icus, we find a law which deals with rest 
during the Sabbaticai and Jubilee years. 
This law says that the land shall be sown 
for six years, and that the harvests there- 
of shall be gathered; but the seventh year 


the land shall rest and lie fallow. In the 
seventh year, the people are only to enjoy 
the spontaneous produce of the land, and 
that produce is not to be used selfishly or 
for profit. It is to be shared with the poor 
and with strangers. This law is based upon 
the principle that all land used by man 
does not really belong to him, but it is own- 
ed by God who said: “the land is mine; for 
ye are strangers and sojourners with me.” 
During this seventh year the slaves were to 
be given their freedom if they wanted it, 
and all debts were to be paid up. God prom- 
ised that the crops of the sixth year should 
be large enough to take care of the needs 
of the people until the harvest of the eighth 
year. This is one of the many cases where 
Moses adopted a primitive custom, which 
was found in use in a number of countries 
in his day, and invested it with the sanctity 
of religion. There were probably a number 
of reasons why such a law should be en- 
acted at that time. It was good for the 
land, and it was probably necessary in those 
days when the people knew nothing of crop 
rotation, fertilization, and many of the oth- 
er modern agricultural methods. In addition 
to the material good, it had a _ spiritual 
value in that it periodically reminded the 
people that God is the creator, governor, 
and preserver of all things. 

The year of Jubilee was to be observed 
in much the same manner. Each fiftieth 
year the land was not to be cultivated, and 
again the slaves with their families were 
to be emancipated without any compensa- 
tion whatsoever to the owner. However, a 
new element enters the picture at this time. 
In the fiftieth year all property was to be 
given back to its original owners, if they

that they are the best cattle on earth. And 
the fact that we all want to keep them that 
way, no doubt, accounts for the concern ex- 
pressed by some as to whether everything 
is being done that should be done to promote 
the best interests of the breed. 

The role of the critic is not a pleasant 
one. It is much easier to express agreement 
then to disapprove. Personally, I much pre- 
fer to discuss the good qualities of our cat- 
tle, and there are many, and to agree that 
all of our breed promotional organizations 
are functioning one hundred percent for the 
good of the breed, particularly in widening 
the outlet for Aberdeen-Angus bulls in the 
commercial field, and we know they are 
doing a wonderful job.

It is generally conceded that the greatest 
progress is made when we critically analyze 
our present procedure and are never entire- 
ly satisfied that what we are doing can not 
be improved upon. Needless to say, that the 
great improvement which has been made in 
our Aberdeen-Angus cattle during the com- 
paratively short history of the breed would 
not have occurred if the breeders of the 
early days had been satisfied that perfec- 
tion had been reached when the McCombie 
herd was able to make a clean sweep over 
the other beef breeds at the Paris Exposi- 
tion nearly one hundred years ago. Nor 
would Aberdeen-Angus cattle be found in 
ever increasing numbers in all parts of the 
beef cattle world today had earlier breeders 
limited their activities to their own com- 
munities and had pot seen the wisdom of 
bringing to the attention of people in other 


breeds which almost invariably results in a 
continued use of Aberdeen-Angus bulls in 
such herds and their introduction to neigh- 
boring herds. These breeders argue that 
without a satisfactory outlet for their bulls 
the general run of breeders can not prosper. 
It is impossible, so they say, for the busi- 
ness to maintain itself on the basis of breed- 
ers selling only to others like themselves. 
It is like trying to lift oneself by ones own 
bootstraps. 

Another argument of which I hear a great 
deal is that there is a tendency among some 
Angus breeders to breed their cattle too 
small and too fine boned to give the best re- 
sults in commercial herds where weight is 
important as well as quality, particularly is 
this true in the range country where much 
of the nation’s beef is produced. Range pro- 
ducers say they can not use pony type An-

not the critic. I am merely going to express 
the views of other breeders as they have 
been given to me. And whether I agree or 
disagree is beside the point. Perhaps I get 
more of the opinions of others then most 
people in the business, with the exception of 
those who are directly responsible for the 
promotional activities of the breed, by rea- 
son of my articles which appear regularly 
in the Aberdeen-Angus Journal and occa- 
sionally in other publications. 

Within the past few months I have had 
personal contact with a great many beef 
cattle producers and breeders as the result 
of attending quite a number of our most 
important shows and sales, such as the 
Grand National at San Francisco, the Inter- 
national at Chicago, the National Western 
at Denver and our recent Aberdeen-Angus 
Regional show and sale at Sacramento, 
California. At all of these places many 
breeders expressed their views to me with 
regard to what is good and what is wrong, 
in their opinion, concerning our breed. And 
I am constantly receiving similar comments 
through the mail. 
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No doubt, there will be those who will disagree with 
some or all of the protests cited in this article. How- 
ever, in my opinion, they furnish much food for 
thought for breeders anxious that our breed be giv- 
en every possible opportunity to maintain its present 
leadership in the beef field.

sections the superior qualities of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle in beef production under any 
and all conditions. 


Some of the criticisms which I hear, and 
to which this article is dedicated, are as 
follows: Are we not placing too much em- 
phasis on the extremely high prices that are 
being paid in some instances and the high 
sale averages that are being made by some 
breeders and not enough on bringing the 
advantages of Aberdeen-Angus cattle to the 
attention of commercial beef producers, 
particularly in view of the fact that this is 
the back-bone of the business and the final 
goal of the purebred beef cattle industry. 


Some breeders say that although at the 
present time there is a satisfactory outlet 
for Aberdeen-Angus bulls, the time will 
come when with the great expansion that is 
taking place in the establishment of new 
purebred herds this market will be over sup- 
plied unless a more determined effort is 
made to bring to the attention of commer- 
cial producers the benefits of using Angus 
bulls for cross-breeding on herds of other 


gus bulls and if they can not get the larger 
and more rugged ones they will use bulls of 
other breeds. Another objection, which I 
frequently hear voiced in connection with 
small fine boned animals of the beef breeds, 
is that concentrating on animals of this 
type has increased the tendency toward 
dwarfism which is causing alarm in one of 
our rival breeds and which is becoming all 
too apparent in our own breed. 

During the Denver show last January, 
one of the most prominent Angus breeders 
and showmen in America who is located in 
the Mid-West called my attention to the 
fact that many of the Angus cattle being 
shown are bad on their legs. They do not 
have enough leg strength to properly sup- 
port their heavy bodies with the result that 
the legs become bent out of shape at one 
angle or another which gives the animal an 
ungainly appearance when walking and also 
interferes with it getting around as active- 
ly as it should, particularly on rough ter- 
rain. This breeder told me that he thought 
our breed association should see to it that 
such animals were not allowed to be ex- 
hibited, particularly at Western shows, be- 
cause commercial producers would be likely 
to get an adverse opinion of the breed by 
reason of the poor walking qualities of such 
animals. This same breeder went on to say 
that he thought we were going to extremes 
also in shortening the legs of our animals 
because an animal with extremely short 
legs is incapable, particularly bulls, of giv- 
ing maximum results in rough country. 

Another criticism I often hear is that 
some of our Aberdeen-Angus show and sale 
cattle are fitted to extremes and their use- 
fulness as producers thus impaired if not 
destroyed. Such critics admit that this prac- 
tice is not peculiar to the Angus breed but 
is apparent to the same extent among all 
the beef breeds. One breeder cited as an

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have approved a plan which may lead to a 
permanent home for the registry 
offices. 

Ground work for this far-sighted plan- 
ning program by the national board of di- 
rectors and its building fund committee will 
be a detailed survey of the projected needs 
of the association in the way of office space. 
Complete information regarding suitable 
sites for a permanent home office also will 
be assembled. 

In taking this action, the directors point- 
ed out that the present Chicago offices of 
the association have been expanded twice 
since April 1949. Each expansion has dou- 
bled former office space. Breeders recall 
that in April 1949 the association took over 
the former offices of the Percheron Horse 
Association in the Union Stock Yards. Rap- 
id growth of the Aberdeen-Angus business 
und the mounting registry and transfer 
work made it necessary to find additional 
office facilities in 1951. This was achieved 
by connecting with a stairway the old office 
on the second floor of the purebred record 
building and the first floor offices, occupy- 
ing the space vacated by the Illinois State 
Employment Service. This space again al- 
most doubled the working area of the na- 
tional association. It meant that in less than 
three years the office space had been in- 
creased almost four times its original space. 

Evidence of the growth of the breed dur- 
ing the past decade is noted in the advance 
in registrations, transfers and new breeder- 
members. There 503,390 Aberdeen- 
Angus registered during the past five years, 
1947 through 1951, as compared with 286,- 
918 in the five-year period of 1942 through 
1946. The past five years show a remark- 
able 75.44 per cent increase in registrations 
over the previous five-year period. Trans- 
fers for 1947 through 1951 were 433,663 as 
compared with 1942 through 1946 when 
they totaled 251,203. This represents a gain 
of 72.63 per cent. New breeder-members 
numbered 10,748 during the past five years 
as compared with 6,994 during the previous 
five years or a gain of 53.81 per cent. The 
association employs around 100 people to 
handle this work.

The growing popularity of Aberdeen- 
Angus is well substantiated by recent fig- 
ures released through the national office on 
the progressive expansion of the breed. 

In a cumulative report from October, 
1951, through February, 1952, the associa- 
tion announced an increase of 25.69 per cent 
in the registration of purebred Angus calves 
as compared with the same period the pre- 
ceding year. A total of 93,627 purebred 


calves were registered in the American 
Herd Book during the 5-month period, This 
amazing total was higher than the number 
of Angus registered during the entire 1949 
fiscal year when 87,512 purebred calves 
were recorded by the association. 

Another significant development of the 
Blacks is the great of transfers 
recorded during the first five months of the 
1952 fiscal year. Cattlemen transferred 
ownerships of 62,588 purebred Angus from 
October, 1951, through February, 1952. This 
represented an increase of 18.43 per cent 
over last year. 

The association has noted a marked in- 
crease in numbers of members joining the 
organization from October through Febru- 
ary. The 5-month period brought a grand 
total of 1,629 new members into the asso- 
ciation, an increase of 15.45 per cent over 
the same period the year before.

EVERAL YEARS AGO when a reor- 
iain of office procedure was un- 
dertaken by the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association, officials were ex- 
tremely shocked to learn that one out of ev- 
ery four pieces of incoming work required 
additional correspondence before it could be 
completed. This extra burden on office facil- 
ities was largely due to incorrect or insuf- 
ficient information, inadequate fees, or oth- 
er errors of application. 

Now every Angus breeder 
have his completed papers as quickly as pos- 
sible. But special handling of so many ap- 
plications throws the entire processing 
machinery out of gear.

Here’s What Happens to Your Applications 


vice, it might be well if Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders readily understood the endless 
number of operations through which their 
work passed. It’s a long haul from the point 
where a work-weary Angus breeder at the 
end of a long day takes pen in hand and 
hurriedly fills out his application blanks to 
the place where the completed certificates 
are returned to his files. Whether he lives 
in Maryland or Montana, the route is neces- 
sarily complicated and circuitous. 

From the time the postman dumps a 
mountain of assorted packages and envol- 
opes on the mail desk until it leaves as com- 
pleted work nearly 100 people directly or in- 
directly take part in the processing. Mail is 
opened, stamped with the date received, and 
generally sorted into three groups: (1) In- 
quiries about other work; (2) Requests for 


free literature or supplies; and (3) Regular 
work. 
Inquiries about work go to a special de- 
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partment. Requests for literature are hand- 
led by the mailing department. All other 
work is kept together according to date re- 
ceived. Regular work refers to applications 
for registrations, transfers and tabulated 
pedigrees. It also includes any supplies 
which are paid for, such as books of applica- 
tion blanks, tattoo machines, ete. 


When the mail is opened, each applica- 
tion for registry and transfer is checked to 
determine the membership status of the ap- 
plicant. This means the association member- 
ship rolls are consulted to see whether the 
person applying to enter his animals in the 
American Herd Book is a member or not. 
If the animal’s ownership is being transfer- 
red then a check also reveals the member- 
ship status of the purchaser. Members pay 
only half the rates charged non-members 
for registrations. It might be emphasized 
that anyone planning to register only ten 
calves may save the cost of a life member- 


ee | 


ship through the difference in rates paid. 

A common error in filling out applications 
is the failure of the breeder to make cer- 
tain his correct membership name and com- 
plete address is shown. In transfers this 
same information must be given for the 
purchaser of the animal. Any variations 
from the membership name, difference in 
spelling, use of initials instead of names or 
other errors, make the clerk spend addi- 
tional time to change the application so it 
corresponds with the membership. If street 
numbers or R, F. D. numbers are omitted 
by the applicant, they also must be added. 

On many transfer applications, the seller 
has given the purchaser’s individual name 
instead of a farm name or vice versa with- 
out first learning the purchaser’s member- 
ship name. Frequently the town or post of- 
fice is misspelled. When a purchaser is not 
a member the address is checked against a 
U.S. postal guide. 

Perhaps these additions seem minor in 
the overall work of registering purebreds. 
When one considers the fact that the asso- 
ciation processed 138,896 registrations and 
117,515 transfers in 1951, then a little ex- 
tra work on each application runs into quite 
a chore. If during the processing of each 
application in 1951, only five minutes work 
could have been eliminated 21,367 
hours of continuous work would have been 
saved. This means the services of 11 people 
working full 8-hour days, five days a week 
for 50 weeks with two weeks off for vaca- 
tions. Those are the present day conditions 
under which clerical workers are hired.

his desk. Now and then a pedigree attracted his attention 

comment. But it was a group of heifers in a picture that got 
most of his attention, “My, they are really thick, aren’t they? Do 
you know, there is no substitute for thickness. Fashionable fam- 
ilies and fashionable breeding are all right, but you’ve still got to 
have that thickness first.” 

The man speaking was Sylvester Melvin of Greenfield, Ilinois. 
Last November this veteran Angus breeder celebrated his 100th 
birthday. During 63 of those 100 years he has had Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle. Sylvester Melvin is our oldest Doddie enthusiast both from 
the standpoint of age and for the length of time he has been in the 
business. 

And he is an Angus enthusiast. Clear of mind, doing most of 
his reading without the aid of any magnification, and able to en- 
joy his daily walk downtown for mail and the groceries Sylvester 
Melvin is an unusual man. And while he can recall readily happen- 
ings of the past—when asked—his conversation centers around 


H E WAS LOOKING at a sale catalog which had just arrived at

present events. 

The herd of S. Melvin and Grandsons, and that of his son, are 
day-by-day items of interest. Daughters by Blackcap Eileenmere 
203d, a son of Eileenmere 190th, have been selling well, up into 
four figures. “But I tell the boys that you can’t sell all of the 
good ones. You've got to keep some of the good heifers back if 
you are going to stay in business.” 

He mentioned two bull calves on the ground, that may settle 
their herd bull problem for some time ahead. “One is a son of 
Eileenmere 500th, the other is by Eileenmere 487th. They are still 
young but they look very good.” 

Outside a late winter snow and the dusk of evening painted a 
gloomy picture. Inside, in the office which has been his headquar- 
ters for more than 50 years, a cheery fire blazed in the heating 
stove. “I wish the weather was better so we could go out and see 
the cattle. But the mud is deep and it is getting too dark to see 
anything, anyway. 

“Yes, I’m still secretary of our Farm Mutual Insurance Com- 
pany. It was founded in the fall of 1900 and they have re-elected 
me every year. Getting to be sort of a habit. I keep telling them 
they need a younger man, but they just keep re-electing me.” 

Sylvester Melvin made his first Angus purchases in 1889—a 
bull and a cow. The sale was held at the Stock Yards in Chicago 
and the cattle were from the herd of T. W. Harvey of Turlington, 
Nebraska. Manager at Turlington was “Uncle Billy” Watson, a 
son of the great Hugh Watson, one of the famous breeders and 
developers of the Doddies in Scotland. “Uncle Billy” had the rep- 
utation of saying what he thought, and he gave 37-year old Syl- 
vester Melvin, making his first Aberdeen-Angus purchases, some 
advice. 

“I bought the imported cow Miss Metcalf 4647, with a bull calf 
at foot, for $200. And I bought a bull for $125. After the sale was 
over ‘Uncle Billy’ came to me and said ‘Young man, you’ve bought 
a grand cow.

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New Trend 


T PRESENT 4-H beef programming is 

seeing some changes — not drastic 
cnanges but innovations which are making 
beef production a more practical and prof- 
itable enterprise for America’s youth. 

Present standards tend to place emphasis 
on show competition rather than on the 
economical production of beef. True, show 
ring competition has been one of the insti- 
gating factors in the improvement of cattle, 
but this competition can be exploited fully 
by the professional only—the one who can 
use championships to promote herd bulls 
and brood cows. For the 4-H’er, immediate 
cash profit is essential—so that he may ex- 
pand his enterprise and become self-suffi- 
cient within his own realm of beef manage- 
ment. When the emphasis is on show the 
tendency is toward finishing for a set day 
rather than finishing the animal as an end 
in itself. 

The trend for more profitable beef pro- 
duction for the 4-H’er seeks not to eliminate 
the Baby Beef project for show, but rather 
supplement its activity so that the older boy 
can turn basic knowledge into an education- 
al and profitable enterprise. For the young 
and inexperienced 4-H’er or for the boy who 
loves the thrill of show competition, the 4-H 
Baby Beef project and show will always re- 
main as one of the founding points and 
highlights of 4-H work. But for the lad who 
does not crave show competition, or does 
not have the time to devote to a show an- 
imal, feeder cattle projects offer an im- 
mediate solution. 
In line with this rising trend on 4-H beef 
management, a special County 4-H Boys’ 
Beef Management meeting was held recent- 


ly in Boone, Iowa. The meeting was unique’ 


in that it emphasized beef feeding for prof- 
it rather than for show. W. G. Zmolek and 
and Tom Wickersham, lowa State College

livestock specialists, were in charge of the 
program which outlined the need for proper 
buying, selling, feeding and budgeting in a 
beef management program. The meeting, 
arranged at the time by Boone County 
Youth Assistant Gerald Wengert, was divid- 
ed into two divisions, production and mar- 
keting. Zmolek, extension specialist in live- 
stock marketing at the college, pointed out 
the pitfalls in selling cattle, while Wicker- 
sham, youth department specialist, outlined 
selection and production. 

The evening’s program got underway 
with the discussion centered on the proper 
selection of feeder cattle. Numerous slides 
were used to point out the grading of cattle 
as Well as the fact that it is “in” certain 
cattle to do well in finishing out for market. 
This can be readily noted when pouring 
equal amounts of feed into medium as com- 
pared with choice grade cattle. Top grade 
cattle should be dry lot fed while lower 
grade animals can be fed out on a roughage 
ration, it was pointed out. Calves should be 
selected for the feeding program in prefer- 
ence to the heavier type animal, as feeding 
ratios are more profitably utilized by calves 
than by the larger and heavier animals. 


Having selected the animals to be fed, the 


next, and one of the most important phases 
in producing beef, is budgeting the beef 
program. First the initial cost of the an- 
imals should be listed. Then the cost of 
feeding per day should be considered and 
this multiplied by the number of days that 
will be needed to finish out the animals. 
Veterinary fees should be considered, also, 
along with interest on any money borrowed 
for the project, trucking fees, marketing 
charges, animal insurance, and any other 
related costs. With the expected costs then 


outlined the program can be carried out 
with an eye on marketing the finished 
animal. 


Costs in the feeding program will vary, 
such as with the moisture content of differ- 
ent corn rations, but the feed maximum 
should be maintained with a minimum of 
cost. An example of cutting cost can be 
found in the feeding of simple protein. The 
extension specialists pointed out that num- 
erous protein feed mixtures are on the mar- 
ket at present with prices covering a wide 
range. These protein mixtures, which usual- 
ly cost more than a simple combination of 
protein, furnish an animal no more protein 
percentage than the simple linseed meal, 
cottonseed meal and soybean meal ingredi- 
ents. Pasture feeding can also help cut the

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T HAS BEEN YEARS since Washington 

gave more attention than now to live- 
stock diseases. One of the reasons is that 
officials are becoming increasingly jittery 
over the possibility of introduction of live 
stock diseases in this country by a potential 
emeny nation. 

This is not a theoretical preposition. 

Although the fact has been kept carefully 
in the background, the FBI’s agents have 
been involved in efforts to track down evi- 
dence of sabotage associated with the wide- 
spread outbreak of anthrax. Hogs, thus far, 
have been the chief victims of the disease, 
but outbreaks among cattle also have been 
reported. 

Steps are being taken in Washington and 
elsewhere to tighten up on the handling of 

Pbone meal, thought to be the cause of at 
least a few of the outbreaks. Being urged 
are legal restrictions against sale of bone 
meal that hasn’t been properly sterilized, 
and identification by feed 
manufacturers. 

Outbreaks of anthrax have been reported 
thus far in nine states, from New Jersey to 
California. Indiana, Ohio, Illinois, and Texas 
have been hardest hit. 

USDA is warning farmers and ranchers 


more precise 


across the country to be on guard for symp- 
toms of the disease which include swelling, 
labored breathing, and bleeding. 

Further underscoring the concern of 
Washington about livestock diseases are the 
new proposed regulations limiting the move- 
ment of animals that give signs of being 
infected by brucellosis or paratuberculosis. 

The new rules, which were scheduled to 
take effect April 11, barring protests from 
livestock interests, would require that an- 
imals which have not been vaccinated—and 
which react to brucellosis and paratuber- 
culosis henceforth may be shipped 
across state lines only for slaughter. 

An exception is made in the case of pure- 
bred stock. Purebred “reactors” that haven’t 
been vaccinated may be sent across state 
lines for return “to the point of origin.” 

USDA livestock experts in the Bureau of 
Animal Industry failed to answer one im- 
portant question in the proposed new regu- 
lations. That is, what shall be done about 
animals that vaccinated and react to 
brucellosis tests. It’s a tough question. Rea- 
son is that livestock will almost always re-

act to a brucellosis test after vaccination, 

whether or not there is actual infection. 
The problem of whether to limit the in- 

terstate shipment of such animals has been 


a matter of controversy for some time.

First signs that ranchers and farmers 
may look forward to lower production costs 
are starting to show up in official reports. 
Costs are still at a record high, but many 
Washington economists think they may ease 
down—or at level out—in future 
weeks. 

For the last month of record, for example, 
USDA figures show that the cost of motor 
supplies and feed declined somewhat. Other 
costs, generally, remained on a fairly level 
keel. : 

Back of what some forecasters believe to 
be a period of stabilized costs is a leveling 
off in the nation’s military production pro- 
gram. Industrial output of both defense and 
civilian goods is reaching a point where 
needs can be met. There are two “ifs”. 

First, if the international picture does not 
suddenly darken. 

Second, if there are no major strikes in 


least 


industry, such as steel. 

All in all, however, Washington is more 
optimistic than for time about the 
chances for easing the now-familiar squeeze 
on producers caught between rising produc- 
tion costs and declining market prices.

In election years, economy is often 
preached, but seldom practiced in Washing- 
ton. This election year probably won't be 
an exception to the general rule. 

A case in point is the talk of cutting down 
on funds for the Agriculture Department in 
fiscal year 1953, starting next July 1. Non- 
government farm leaders have urged large 
economies, but cutbacks, if any, are likely 
to be small. 

Already, at this writing, committees of 
Congress have approved a two-year exten- 
sion of the USDA’s costly conservation pay- 
ments program. Approximately $250 million 
probably will be spent on conservation sub- 
sidies to farmers next year. 

Economies on other USDA programs are 
equally unlikely. 

* 

It takes a lot of reading between the lines 
to tell what is really going on in the con- 
tinuing probe of on government- 
stored grain. 

More and more, politics is likely to ob- 
scure the atmosphere of the investigation. 
As the election nears, the temptation grows 
for members of both political parties to use 
the proceedings to attract the vote of 
farmers. 

One result is that both Administration 
and GOP leaders are soft-pedaling their 


losses 


suspicions that some farmers—as well as 


commercial warehouse operators — have 
made a fast buck or two on government 
grain stored on farms. 

Agriculture Secretary Brannan can be 
counted upon to resist efforts of GOP lead- 
ers to smoke out the figures on such losses. 
Brannan’s strategy is likely to be directed 
at putting that responsibility on Congress. 

Press reports on the “grain scandals” 
should be read in the light of these central 
facts of political life. Meanwhile, there is a 
bright side to be considered. 

Although it has got little attention, a 
program is now under way to plug up il- 
legal leaks of government-stored commodi- 
ties. Steps are being taken to prevent fly- 
by-night operators from going into the 
warehouse business merely to make a quick 
killing at the expense of taxpayers, Storage 
facilities will be more carefully selected by 
USDA officials in charge of the Commodity 
Credit Corporation, and stored commodities 
will be checked more frequently.

ADVISES PASTURE TO CUT 
STEER FEED COSTS 

About the only way to get along with the 
present beef rollbacks by the government 
is to put your steers on grass and hope that 
cheap gains will take off some of the curse, 
says a University of Illinois live stock man. 

Harry Russell says if you have the pas- 
ture and your cattle aren’t too fat already, 
you'll be money ahead to graze them until 
about October 1 and then full-feed them 
for ninety days. 

Of course, you must have the pasture and 
cattle wintered on roughage to gain most 
from this plan. Here are Russell’s reasons 
why you shouldn’t try to rush your steers: 

1. Even if you start a full feed now, you 
won't be able to get a very good finish or 
enough weight on the steers by October 1, 
the date of the second price rollback. 

2. You’ll be passing up one and a half 
pounds average daily gains on pasture with 
no grain—and those are good, low-cost 
gains. 

3. The worst you can do by marketing 
after October 1 is to sell on the same kind 
of market you bought steers last fall. 

4. There’s a slim chance that price roll- 
backs won’t be so severe as we expect, or 
they might be completely eliminated.

ITH the ending of World War II and 
the subsequent revelation that the 
United States was going to have to do a big 
share of the feeding of the world, the Amer- 
ican farmer realized that he really had his 
work cut out for him. At that moment the 
cattle feeder assumed the huge task of pro- 
viding a larger tonnage of meat without 
the aid of additional help, for the labor 
situation in the country was a real problem. 
The draft was taking able boys out of all 
communities and those who were not ac- 
cepted by the armed forces found that em- 
ployment in industrial areas was consider- 
ably more lucrative than farm work. The 
resulting battle for “hands” found wages 
moving up sharply, but this did not make 
for more help, only bringing about rapid 
labor turnovers as workers moved toward 
the higher wages paid by factories. Right 
up to the present moment one of the big- 
gest headaches the farmer has is his labor 
problem and for the future it appears that 
§ there is no relief for this condition. True, 
huge strides have been made in the devel- 
opment of mechanical equipment designed 
' to lighten the load for the farmer, but these 
machines also require the hand of a human 
being in their operation. Despite the intro- 
duction of this equipment there is still a 
definite shortage of agricultural labor and 
this promises to be the stumbling block on 
the path toward the establishment of new 
records of production so badly needed in 
our attempts to feed more than this coun- 
try alone. 

The results of the cattle feeders attempts 
to increase production of beef have become 
apparent during the past three years as 
recent figures reveal that the number of 
cattle on farms has increased 15 per cent 
since January, 1949, the number being fully 
11 million head bigger on January 1, 1952. 
The expansion in the number of beef cattle 
was much faster than the increase in the 
number of dairy cattle in the south and 
western corn belt areas than elsewhere. The 
number of cattle and calves for milk showed 
a gain of only about one-half million over 
the three years, but the number of cattle 
for beef increased 10% million head or 26 
per cent, beef cows alone climbing from 
15.9 million in January, 1949 to 20.6 million 
head on Jinuary 1, 1952, a new record. 

Thus, i is shown how readily the Amer- 
ican farm:r realized his responsibility and 
it points up the speed with which the job 
was tackled by the men who have been the 
backbone of this nation since its found- 
ing. Meanwhile, all has not been too 
well for the farmer as he has had to con- 
tend with fertilizer shortages, labor lack, 
poor crop seasons and feed scarcity to men- 
tion a few and added to this list is the ever

present shadow of governmental regula- 
tions, some real and others anticipated. 

At the moment it is fully apparent that 
the cattle feeders of the country were not 
alone in their attempts to raise the meat 
supply of the nation as hog feeders came 
through with big volume. The extremely 
liberal hog marketing that has been the 
rule during the past couple of months has 
been a surprise to even the best informed 
men in the business and at present the daily 
supplies still show no signs of letting up in 
volume. The hog volume during the month 
of March over the country ran the heaviest 
in eight years, since the war year 1944. It 
was largely because of the big volume that 
the hog average price at Chicago in March 
declined, the fifth consecutive month to 
show a loss, and equal to the longest unin- 
terrupted decline of the price in twelve 
years. Hog buyers at Chicago paid an aver- 
age price of $16.65 in March, 50 cents below 
the February figure and the sharpest one 
month break in three months. The market 
for hogs at Chicago has been on the down 
grade since last October when the average 
was $20.20. A new 23 month low daily top 
and average was reached on March 26 when 
the top dipped to $16.90 and the average 
fell to $16.25. The highest daily top for the 
month stood at $18.15 and this compared 
with $22.75 a year ago and a March record 
of $29.75 paid in 1947. 

Livestock volume at Chicago during the 
first three months of the new year showed 
increases in all classes but calves, when ar- 
rivals were compared with receipts for the 
same period in 1951. Receipts of sheep and 
lambs totaled 233,044 head, a gain of 98,910 
over the same period in 1951, while hog 
marketings at 1,080,654 head, stand the 
largest in six years for the same period and 
they were 97,384 head bigger than a year 
ago. Cattle volume showed the least gain, 
receipts during the first three months at 
421,270 head being only 31,161 head greater 
than in 1951. 


During March, 1952 cattle volume at Chi- 
cago amounted to 133,817 head, this being 
a gain of 5,000 head over the previous week 
and an increase of around 10,000 head over 
the March, 1951 figure. Despite this gain 
of cattle supply the run was still the sec- 
ond smallest for March since 1935. 

The character of the month’s supply was 
nothing to rave about as the bulk of the of- 
ferings consisted of short-fed and warmed 
up cattle, along with quite a liberal run of 
low-grade stock. Receipts of highly finished 
cattle were light and as the month drew 
near a close these high grade arrivals be- 
came almost scarce, some daily trades find- 
ing nothing of top value available. 


Among the features of the cattle market 
at Chicago during the past month has been 
the unevenness of the trade and the fact 
that the market is almost a two-way affair. 
In fact, this trend became more apparent 
as the month drew near its close and prime 
cattle reached the highest level of the year 
on the last day of the month. The demand 
for choice to prime stock became so strong 
and the scarcity so great that buying inter- 
ests withdrew all weight restrictions, pro- 
viding the cattle were the “real thing” and 
some fancy prices were paid for several 
loads of big cattle, some 1,545 pounds aver- 
ages selling for $38.75 near the close of the 
month. 

Throughout the month active daily de- 
mand accounted for choice to prime cattle 
and local houses vied with the eastern order 
buyers, most of the demand centering on 
cattle selling at $38.00 and above. The com- 
petition pushed the top to $39.75 in mid- 
session and this remained the peak until the 
final session of the month when a load of 
prime 1,308 pound steers, mostly Angus, 
sold to a local killer at $39.90, the price 
standing the highest for steers since No- 
vember 23, 1951. The upward movement of 
the top brought to mind advancing markets 
of a year ago as buyers steadfastly refused 
to push the top to $40.00 despite the strong

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| Running Water Means More Production & Less Labor 


By HERBERT C. ANGSTER and DURWARD HUMES 


Enough fresh, clean running water piped 
to where it’s needed on the farm is essen- 
tial to economical stock production. 

As a Midwestern farm wife 
cently, “We find that since we’ve put in our 
electric water system, the chickens drink 
more water and also eat more feed. In turn, 
they lay lots more eggs the year-round— 
especially in the fall and winter, when eg¢ 
prices are highest.” This story of profitable 
production through constantly available wa- 
ter can be repeated for other farm stock, 
including dairy cows, beef cattle, hogs and 
sheep.

Running water also means economy of 


labor. The hours of time spent each week, 
year after year, carrying water by hand to 
stock can better be used elsewhere on the 
farm. This is particularly important now, 
when labor is in short supply. For a cost of 
only a few cents a day, an electric water 
system can bring more production with less 
work—thus contributing to the national 
defense effort. 

There was a time, not too long ago, when 
some farmers shrugged their shoulders at 
the mention of self-feeders for hogs. They’re 
just an extra expense, these farmers said, 
and they won’t mean a thing when it comes 
to growing pork faster and at less cost. To- 
day, no farmer who raises hogs for a living 
would be without self-feeders. 

Similarly, a “self-feeding water distribu- 
tion system” is the answer to the water 
problem—for all the farm stock. Constantly 
available water allows them to drink when 
they need water; this allows, in turn, the 
cow or chicken to make the most of the feed 
they’ve eaten. The result is increased pro- 
duction. 

No farmer need be told how much water 
stock can drink. Every cow will take from 
ten to fifteen gallons of water daily. Each 
hog needs at least two gallons and each 
sheep, from one to two gallons. Every one 
hundred chickens need four gallons a day. 
The poultry and stock can get along on less, 
as many farmers with inadequate water 
systems have proven, but they will grow 
and produce best when they have all the 
water they want available at ail times. 

An Indiana hog farmer will tell you—and 
he has been raising hogs on a large scale for 
fifteen years—that when you pinch on the 
water, you correspondingly cut gains in 
weight. With feed costs as high as they are 
today, he says you can literally stretch your 
feed with running water. 

Quality as well as quantity of production 
is tied to running water. The more water 
cows drink, for example, the higher the but- 
terfat content of their milk. A Midwestern 
shows that

means of water cups inside the stable and 
full water troughs outside the barn—drank 
approximately eighteen per cent more wa- 
ter than cows watered twice a day at out- 
side tanks. More importantly, they yielded 
3.5 per cent more milk and 10.7 per cent 
more butterfat in that milk. The additional 
butterfat, in short, increased faster than 
the quantity of milk— and the dairy’s prof- 
its did likewise. While the experiment sta- 
tion researchers could not be scientifically 
certain, they believe that more water means 
more complete utilization of feed eaten, re- 
sulting in better as well as more milk. 

Down the line, experiences of farmers and 
planned experiments have verified these re- 
sults. Faster-growing poultry and more 
eggs—-beef cattle fed out in less time with 
less feed—sheep sheared of more wool and 
sold at higher weights. All this with run- 
ning water available at all times. Water will 
never replace enough of the right feed, but 
it does allow stock to make the best use of 
the feed they eat. 

Once water is pumped to all 
points-of-use on the farm, you have also 
reduced the chances for con- 
taminate your stock. Water from a pond or 
a sluggish stream is often infested with 
germs; water from a well-placed shallow or 
deep well is fresh and clean. And having 
ample amounts of water available at the 
milk house for sterilizing utensils and for 
washing udders is a sanitary consideration 
that can’t be over-looked. 

Another side of the production picture is 
that running water warmed during the win- 
ter months encourages stock to drink and 
holds production at a high level. A Univer- 
sity of Illinois study showed recently that 
winter egg production was upped twenty 
per cent when the water was warmed 
throughout the cold season. Another test 
dealing with beef cattle put the group 
drinking warmed water eight pounds ahead, 
on the average, of those.drinking unwarmed 
water—in one month alone. 

If water doesn’t freeze during winter 
days, it stays at least too cold for the stock 
to drink with comfort. The result is that 
they drink too little for efficient digestion 
of their feed. Tempered water—not luke- 
warm but with the chill taken off it—has 
proven an excellent solution. 

Poultry water warmers, tank de-icers and 
heaters, and automatic waterers—as well as 
insulation of exposed piping and the indis- 
pensable anti-freeze hydrant—not only pre- 
vent freezing but mean that the extra cold 
due to exposure is removed and that stock 
ean drink the water as heartily as they 
would in the summer. This is money in the 
pocket. 

The amount of labor saved with an elec-

United States and other countries, and the 
ailment is often mistaken for other diseases 
like tuberculosis. It is mildly contagious, 
with germs being given off in the manure 
of infected animals and spread to other cat- 
tle that eat or drink contaminated material. 
The most noticeable symptom is generally 
a thin black diarrhea which persists for 
weeks. In unusual cases there may be no 
diarrhea at all, or it may stop and start at 
irregular intervals, It is unlikely that com- 
plete recoveries ever occur, for affected an- 
imals usually become thinner and weaker 
until they finally die. 

A fairly accurate diagnosis can be made 
on the basis of typical symptoms appearing 
with a reaction to the “johnin” test, which 
is run much like the tuberculin test. How- 
ever, positive proof depends on examination 
of the intestines after death. This is because 
some infected animals don’t react to the 
Johnin test, and it’s also possible that oc- 
casional reactors don’t have Johne’s disease. 

There is no treatment for this ailment, so 
prevention shapes up as being pretty im- 
portant. Since it’s believed that most in- 
fections occur early, this furnishes another 
reason for removing calves from their dams 
after the first 24 hours of life. Once sepa- 
rated, the youngsters should be permanent- 
ly isolated from all older animals until the 
time when they’ve reached breeding age. 
With the germs of Johne’s disease being 
recognized as able to live for long periods 
in filth and soil, cleanliness of barns and 
rotation of pastures also appear important 
as preventive measures. Such safeguards 
are desireable even in herds believed free of 
Johne’s disease, since the slow development 
may permit infection to exist for a long 
time on a farm before it’s suspected. 

Since it’s spread entirely by germs that 
are passed with manure, contamination of 
feed and water must be prevented in order 
to assure control of the disease. Stagnant 
water holes should be drained or fenced off, 
and tanks should be set on high, dry ground. 
Mangers and feed racks should be set up 
so animals don’t need to eat off the ground. 
These should be cleaned regularly, and care 
used in barns to keep germs from being 
tracked into feed alleys by man or beast. 
It’s unlikely that any form of diagnosis or 
treatment will ever do more than preventive 
measures to control this ailment, so you'll 
do well to observe them, even if you don’t 
have Johne’s disease on your place and 
never expect to have it. This is because the 
same precautions will also prove effective 
in protecting your cattle against other con- 
tagious diseases and internal parasites like 
worms. Why not give ’em a trial? You'll 
probably make pretty good wages by doing 
it.

TRACE ANTHRAX OUTBREAK 
TO IMPORTED BONE MEAL 

Recent potentially serious outbreaks of 
anthrax in farm animals in various states 
have been traced to contaminated bone meal 
imported from Belgium, the American Meat 
Institute announces. An Institute statement 
says: 

“Investigation has developed that in no 
“ase were the outbreaks due to bone meal 
or other animal feeds produced by meat 
packers, and that standard processing pro- 
cedures used by packers in the United States 
are sufficient to kill anthrax spores, should 
any happen to be present. 

“The bone meal which was the cause of 
these outbreaks was imported on the steam- 
ship ‘Hastings’ from Belgium, although 
some of the bags containing contaminated 
meal indicated that the actual source of the 
product was India and Afghanistan. 

“Steps are being proposed to have rigid 
controls imposed on any future shipments 
of bone meal from foreign countries.”

NEW ILLINOIS CORN RECORD SET 
ON SOIL EXPERIMENTAL FIELDS 

A new Illinois state-wide record corn 
yield of 107 bushels an acre was set during 
1951 on 21 soil experiment fields of Illinois 
College of Agriculture. The previous high 
was 102 bushels in 1948. 

Soils man L. B. Miller said the 107-bushel 
new record was the average of top-yielding 
corn plots at the 21 fields scattered over the 
state. Average corn yield on untreated plots 
at all fields was only 38 bushels an acre. 

The highest yield among all fields was 
134 bushels an acre, at the McNabb field in 
Putnam county.

In southern Illinois, the Toledo field in 
Cumberland county produced 121 bushels of 
corn an acre on Cisne silt loam. Untreated 
land yielded only 20 bushels, or one-sixth as 
much. The land was treated with limestone, 
rock phosphate and muriate of potash. 

To grow high yields at Toledo, organic 
matter and nitrogen were supplied by crop 
residues and legumes from a four-year ro- 
tation of corn-soybeans-wheat-mixed _le- 
gume-grass hay. 

Miller says on all test fields organic mat- 
ter and nitrogen were supplied by either 
legumes and crop residues or by barnyard 
manure. The success of the rotation is due 
mainly to generous use of limestone, rock 
phosphate and muriate of potash where 
needed. Under this system the annual cost 

er acre for minerals in about $1 for lime- 
tone, $2 for phosphate and $3 for potash.

STEERS MAKE CHEAP GAINS 
AT DIXON SPRINGS STATION 

Regardless of the winter feeding method, 
all cattle marketed from the Dixon Springs 
Experiment Station, in southern Illinois, last 
fall were outstanding for feed economy. 

H. A. Cate, extension assistant at the 
Station, reports that 30 head of newly 
weaned steers were divided into three 
groups in November 1950. All groups were 
handled the same except during a winter 
feeding period of 160 days. 

During that period one group was well 
wintered on corn silage, hay and soybean 
oil meal in drylot. One was wintered on hay 
alone in drylot, and another was wintered 
on fescue pasture. 

All steers averaged 456 pounds in weight 
at the start of the experiment. When they

were marketed 376 days later, the well- 
wintered lot averaged 907 pounds; the hay- 
wintered lot, 861 pounds; and the pasture- 
wintered lot, 873 pounds. 

The steers brought $34 per hundredweight 
on the East St. Louis market. However, the 
necessary selling price (including market- 
ing costs, original cost of steers, cost of 
harvested feed and shrink) was only $24.22 
a hundredweight for the well-wintered lot, 
$23.10 for the hay-wintered lot and $21.34 
for the pasture-wintered lot. 

Original cost of the steers was figured at 
32 cents a pound in the fall of 1950. Even 
at today’s price of 40 cents a pound for 
comparable steers, the necessary selling 
price under the same feeding management 
would be only $28.24 a hundredweight for 
the well-wintered steers, $27.34 for the hay- 
wintered lot and $25.49 for the pasture- 
wintered lot.

This narrow outlet 
for beef occurred despite the fact that the 
slaughter of cattle at the 32 centers was 
unusually low, the kill for the past four 
weeks ending near the close of the month 
stood at 677,412 head compared with 680,- 
564 head a year ago.

might add that this includes not only taking 
a show herd on the road, but exhibiting your 
cattle properly to every visitor to your farm. 
Nothing can disgust a potential buyer to a 
greater degree than to have the owner, or 
his herdsman, show the cattle reluctantly. 
Visitors come to your farm because they are 
interested in your cattle, so for Heaven’s 
sake don’t act like you are doing them a 
great favor when you lead out cattle for 
them to inspect. 

In SELLING try to find out exactly what 
your prospective customer desires to buy, 
and don’t attempt to pawn off some infe- 
rior bred cattle on an unsuspecting custom- 
er. He may be as green as grass today, but 
before long he will get smarter and realize 
that he got hooked and that kind of a cus- 
tomer can do more harm than good as time 
passes. If he is looking for cheap cattle 
okay, otherwise assist him as much as pos-

sible to select animals that you know will 
prove profitable for him to own. 

As to ADVERTISING there are a great 
many avenues to follow, for there are a 
large number of magazines and newspapers 
available for you to utilize in promoting 
your herd. If you want to sell locally there 
are your state farm paper and regional live 
stock publications, but if you are interested 
in getting the greatest amount of coverage 
use your breed paper, which is one of the 
few livestock magazines listed in Standard 
Rate and Data as a National Magazine, and 
it is the only publication devoted entirely to 
the promotion of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 

Other magazines and papers are of a 
regional nature, are not devoted to any 
single breed, and do offer certain opportun- 
ities to place your herd before a limited 
number of Aberdeen-Angus breeders and a

During the past two years an intensive 
effort has been made to build circulation, 
to improve the style and quality of the 
magazine, to improve it to the point that 
you would be proud to show any copy to a 
visitor on your farm as a representative 
copy of your breed paper. We are carrying 
on a program of introducing the Aberdeen- 
Angus Journal to as many new folks as 
possible, and we feel that we are getting 
the job done. During 1951 we added 3,142 
brand new subscribers to our mailing list, 
and during the first eighty days of 1952 we 
added another 799 brand new subscribers, 
and to our amazement we found that of the 
subscriptions arriving thus far we had sev- 
enty-nine lifetime subscribers, or ten per- 
cent of the ones added taking advantage of 
the lifetime offer.

treaty or public auctions. 
purchases an Aberdeen-Angus female pri- 
vately receives a sample copy of the maga- 
zine at the first opportunity. I expect that 
all the other magazines have access to the 
same sources of information as we do, the 
difference being that we do something 
about it. 

During the past year and a half we have 
not mailed any folders, letters or post cards, 
but a complete current issue of the Journal 
containing the regular feature stories as 
well as your advertising. When the March 
1952 issue hit the mails we sent 753 sample 
Journals into the southeast area alone to 
cover a list furnished by the Florida Asso- 
ciation, and in addition four hundred other 
samples were sent to cover requests for 
copies received from other parts of the 
country. When the April issue was mailed 
we sent out approximately a_ thousand 
samples, with nearly five hundred going to 
cover a special list furnished by the Texas 
Association.

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sample mailing program, first we must get 
the new names in our hands and check each 
one against our master file to make sure 
that none are regular subscribers; then we 
must address a mailing envelope and zone 
each one for mailing; next we must produce 
enough extra copies of the Journal to cover 
the special sample list, stuff these in the 
envelopes along with a subscription envel- 
ope which is a postage free return envel- 
ope that requires only to be dropped into 
the mail box to reach us, and when finally 
paying the postage we find that every 
sample has cost us nearly fifty cents to 
produce and get into the mail to these pros- 
pective subscribers. 


Sending 12,000 samples in 1951 resulted 
in 3,142 brand new subscribers, over a 25% 
return on the mailing. The cost to us was 
not offset by subscription fees, but we feel 
that the breed is going to benefit greatly 
for one single reason—every time we add a 
brand new subscriber we make it possible 
for our customers to reach one more poten- 
tial purchaser of Aberdeen-Angus cattle, 
and we feel certain that the nearly four 
thousand new subscribers added since Jan- 
uary 1951 comprise the greatest number of 
potential buyers it is possible to reach. Re- 
member too that if you were a contract ad- 
vertiser during 1951 your ad was not only 
seen by all of the regular paid subscribers, 
but also by nearly twelve thousand other 
people who received samples during the 
year. 


We could slow down our drive for new 
readers and financially use a less expensive 
method of gaining new readers. There is no 
doubt that our program is expensive, and 
the cost nearly excessive, but it gets re- 
sults. We spent $6,000 per year to send 
samples, we get back $6,000 in subscrip- 
tions—do you think we break even? Re- 
member that every subscriber now gets

had been forced to sell it for the lack of 
finances during the previous forty-nine 
years. If the owner was not living at the 
time of the Jubilee years, his relatives could 
claim the land. Thus agricultural land could 
never be sold on a permanent basis, and 
when it was sold the price was determined 
according to the number of years remaining 
before the Jubilee year. Thus the year of 
Jubilee was a time of rebirth for the nation,

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when property was redistributed, and the 
inequalities arising in the past forty-nine 
years were adjusted. Today, however, we 
are living under the dispensation of Grace, 
and brotherly love is the chief standard of 
our moral and ethical code. 

Also in the book of Exodus we find a law 
which required men to work six days a week 
and to rest on the seventh day. They should 
also let their work animals rest on the sev- 
enth day, and their hired help as well should 
be permitted to rest on that day. The sev- 
enth day was to be a day of refreshment for 
all people. Special mention was made in 
regard to sowing, ploughing and harvest 
time. At those busy and critical seasons it 
Was expected that there would be a greater 
temptation to work on Sunday. Therefore, a 
specific requirement was made which ad- 
monished the people not to work on the 
seventh day during those special seasons of 
the year. 

Again in the book of Exodus, there is a 
law which required a person who was found 
stealing an ox or a sheep and killing it to 
restore five oxen for an ox, and four sheep 
for a sheep. If a thief should be caught 
breaking in and should be killed, the person 
who killed him should not be punished; if 
the thief, however, should be caught alive 
he must make full restitution for his theft, 
and if he could not do so he could be sold 
in order that the proper restitution could 
be made. If a thief should be caught with 
the goods in his possession—an ox, or ass, 
or sheep—he should repay twice the amount 
of the theft. Another law in this book re- 
quired a man, who caused willful damage 
to another man’s property, to replace said 
damage with the very best of his own prop- 
erty. However, if a man should cause ac- 
cidental damage to another man’s property, 
it was only necessary for him to replace the 
damage with property of equal value. 

In the book of Leviticus there is a law 
which said that the fruit of a young tree 
should not be used for the first three years. 
The fruit of the fourth year should be ded- 
icated to God, and after that the owner of 
the tree could be free to enjoy the use of the 
fruit of the tree. This law was instituted 
chiefly to impress upon the people their 
duty of gratitude to God for the fruits of 
the earth. 

Another interesting law in regard to agri- 
culture is found in the book of Deuteronomy. 
It seems that all able-bodied men from 
twenty years of age were subject to military 
service in the case of an emergency. How- 
ever, all persons who had planted vineyards 
were exempted from military service. 

It is quite interesting to review the laws 
of Moses, and to look at the influence they 
have had upon our laws and customs of to- 
day. We can find many similarities if we 
compare them closely.

Chapter Three 

Jess B. Alford, Paris, Texas 

The vastness of Texas makes possible a 
wide variety of agriculture. The soil and 
rainfall of east Texas long ago made large 
parts of this area farming country, with 
cotton the major crup. But the history of 
100 years of cotton production—whether in 
Texas or elsewhere—is the story of depleted 
soil fertility. Its building 
crops—grasses and legumes—and, inevita- 
bly, Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 

Pioneer with the Blacks in northeast 
Texas is Jess B. Alford of Paris. When Jess 
Alford started with Angus in 1937 “the 
closest Angus herd to me was that of the 
Jacksboro.” A look on the map 
170 miles or better. 

But all this has changed. The Blacks are 
taking over in the pine and cotton country 
of east and northeast Texas, just as they 
have farther west and south in the range 
country of the Lone Star state. And not a 
little of this credit goes to the gentleman 
from Paris—one of the breed’s staunchest 
boosters. His organizing and promotional 
zeal has been rewarded with a seven year 
tenure on the board of directors of the 
Texas Association and as president of the 
Association in 1951. 

Jess Alford was born and raised farther 
south near Henderson, Texas. “I guess I 
got my selling on Angus when I was young-

er and was helping with a roundup in Hop- 
kins county. We dehorned, branded, cas- 
trated and vaccinated all at the same time. 
But that dehorning job got me. I made up 
my mind then and there that when I got 
cattle of my own they would be that new 
breed of beef cattle I had been hearing 
about—those black cattle that were natu- 
rally horniess.” 

The first registered Angus cattle under 
the Alford name were acquired in 1937. He 
went to L. R. Kershaw at Muskogee, Okla- 
homa, and bought 40 bred heifers. “It took 
fifteen minutes to get the deal settled at 
$150 a round.” 

“Angus were new to this part of the coun- 
try and I certainly heard a lot of queer 
things about them from people who knew 
less about them than I did. I remember the 
first time we showed in this part of the 
country I had to answer a lot of questions— 
including one well meaning lady who asked 
if they were related to the buffalo.” 

The young herd was moved to the present 
farm of 450 acres in 1943. It was better 
located, closer to Paris and just off a major 
highway. But it also had something all cat- 
tlemen look for—an abundance of good wa- 
ter. Good water is sometimes a problem in 
this part of Texas, many wells producing a 
brackish product. The Alford farm has six 
artesian wells producing excellent water for 
the pastures. 


On this former cotton land which has 
been used hard for 100 years the Texas 
breeder lost little time in getting his new 


farm into grass. “With lime and phosphate 
it takes about three years to get a good 
stand of grass and legumes on land that has 
been mined by continuous cotton farming.” 

Corn and other grain is readily available 
in this area for feeding, being grown in the 
nearby fertile bottom land of the Red River 
valley. An average rainfall of a round 40 
inches is conducive of both good grass and 
row crops. “However, we haven’t been get- 
ting it the last two years,” Mr. Alford says. 
“We have been getting enough rain for 
grass but cotton farmers have been hard hit. 
A lot of them are today more interested in 
Angus than they

in six pastures and so far looks very good. 
Other pastures have been re-seeded with 
crimson clover for early spring use. Other 
forage crops being tried are black medic 


and white Dutch clover. A portion of the 
Alford farm on the highway has been turn- 
ed over to the F.F.A. boys of the Paris high 
school for a grass-legume experimental 
tract. Here every pasture grass and legume 
that will grow in this country is being tried 
out in various strip combinations. Each piot 
is identified as to the combination used and 
the story is easily visible from the highway. 
One combination in the test plot that looks 
unusually good is sideoats grama and 
switch grass on a base of Bermuda grass 
and Kobe lespedeza. It probably will get a 
try on a larger scale on the Alford farm. 

All of the farm of 450 acres with its cat- 
tle population of 200 head is now in grass. 
No attempt is made to raise hay as “black 
prairie” hay from a nearby area is avail- 
able. For feeding and fitting, as well as for 
all around use, he figures it is the best 
available. In the winter it is fed at the rate 
of a bale to five cows. 

One of the early good bulls used was Gen- 
eral 24th of Lonjac, a son of General 6th of 
Page. He left many good daughters in the 
ferd. “You might call it beginner’s luck,” 
Jess says, “but the first bull calf dropped 
on the present farm solved our herd bull 
problem for quite a spell.” In 1942 a heifer 
was bought from Oklahoma A. & M. Col- 
lege, bred to Quality Prince of Sunbeam. 
Her first calf, the first bull calf dropped on 
the farm, was named Alford’s Quality 
Prince. The heifer, a daughter of Evascus 
of Page, cost at that time $325. Al Darlow 
never ceases to remind me of the fact. 

One of his top sons, Alford’s Quality 
Prince 23d, was used for a time and sired 
many of the younger females on the farm. 
Since he has been lost to the herd the old 
sire, who will be nine years old this fall, is 
being bred to his granddaughters. Sons of

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Alford’s Quality Prince are being used in 
many herds in the southwest. In fact they 
are scattered from the west coast to Penn- 
sylvania. 

In the annual “Quality Prince” sale, and 
on top consignment sales in Texas, the Al- 
ford Blacks have been giving a good ac- 
count of themselves. For they are good, 
thick cattle with a lot of breeding back of 
them on both sides of the pedigree. 

In addition to the top daughters of the 
good bulls which have been used in the Al- 
ford herd there is more than a sprinkling 
of daughters by such sires as Prince Eric of 
Sunbeam, Prince Sunbeam 29th, Prince Sun- 
beam 46th and other sires of proven ability. 
For while the herd today is at peak capacity 
as to numbers Jess Alford has never been 
one to turn down a good cow or heifer if 
her individuality and breeding would con- 
tribute to the high average of his breeding 
plant. While the herd contains a high per- 
centage of cows of the better families and 
strains they have not been put in as 
“names.” As he explains it “Your Texas 
buyers, changing to Angus want thickness 
first. But it is surprising how little time it 
takes for them to realize that there are fam- 
ilies and strains that are in demand. By the 
time they are ready for some more cattle 
they probably will be looking for some of 
these.” 

For the last nine years Alford’s Aber- 
deen-Angus Farm has been operated with 
Frank Isom as manager and J. C, Isom as 
herdsman. These two brothers were born 
and raised across the road and have picked 
up their Angus know-how as the herd has 
grown. They work on a salary and commis- 
sion basis and the Texas cattleman is high 
in his praise of their work. Each of the 
brothers has two children in club work. 
They have been showing Alford-bred steers 
with good success. 

Jess Alford admits he is getting a lot of 
pleasure out of his cattle—and an equal 
amount of pleasure out of his pasture work. 
“But after all good grass and good cattle 
go together, so they really shouldn’t be 
classified as separate items.” 

In the 15 years he has been an Aberdeen- 
Angus breeder there have been many 
changes in east Texas. Cotton, due to weath- 
er and labor uncertainties, is less popular 
than it has been. “We had a bull buyer in 
here just the other day who has cut his 
cotton acreage one-half and is increasing 
his grass and cattle.” 

Gone are the days when Jess Alford’s 
nearest Angus neighbor was 175 miles away. 
“I have never seen anything like the way 
Aberdeen-Angus are going over with the 
people in this country—except perhaps 
nylons and automatic tramsmissions in cars. 
There is no stopping the Angus swing in 
this country. A breeder’s biggest trouble is 
to keep his own herd and breeding program 
intact in the face of constant and insistent 
calls for breeding stock.”

example of this at the recent Denver show 
a certain mature female who, when brought 
into the ring, was so fat as to be out of 
proportion in some of her contours and 
showing no evidence of being a producing 
female. And yet she was given a high 
rating by the judge. Instances of this kind, 
say some, indicate the necessity of produc- 
ing one type of animal for the show ring 
and another kind for the practical end of 
the business. 

Some people tell me that in our enthusi- 
asm to build up a big association member- 
ship and a big cash reserve in our National 
association treasury, we are expanding the 
purebred phase of our industry faster than 
the commercial end of it and that more 
emphasis should be placed on interesting 
commercial producers to adopt Angus than 
to starting new purebred herds. It has been 
my observation, however, that this opinion 
is very rarely expressed. 

No doubt, there will be those who will 
disagree with some or all of the protests 
cited in this article. However, in my opinion, 
they furnish much food for thought for 
breeders who are anxious that our breed 
be given every possible opportunity to 
maintain its present leadership in the beef 
field.

If you breed that cow to him you'll go back, 
instead of forward. You must have some 
neighbors with bulls that are better than he 
is. Take your cow to them.’ ” 

Taking the advice of the outspoken Scot 
Mr. Melvin took the cow for two years to 
the herd of a “neighbor.” It meant a horse- 
back trip of fifteen miles each way, leading 
Miss Metcalf. “But Uncle Billy was right,”

Some more cattle were secured in 1891, 
on a partnership basis, with Goodwin and 
Judy, then premier herd of the country in 
competition with all breeds. “The cattle 
from Gus Judy included Zaras, Miss Wat- 
son, Blackbird, Pride and Primrose families. 
Then a year later I bought twenty head 
from Atkin and Andrew at West Point, 
Indiana, at fifty dollars a head. In this 
bunch I got the Mina family, which later 
became known as the Mignonnes.” 

Both the Mignonne and Zara families be- 
came popular later in James D. McGregor’s 
Glencarnock herd in Canada, Foundation of 
the Mignonne family was Rubicon Mignon- 
ne 12th 51201, who was sold to Mr. Mc- 
Gregor by the Illinois breeder, for $190. The 
Andrew in Indiana from whom Mr. Melvin 
bought his Mina cow was the father of Jess 
Andrew, Angus breeder and today the pres- 
ident of the International Livestock Exposi- 
tion. 

Asked about pioneer Illinois of 80 and 90 
years ago Mr. Melvin said that his earliest 
impression was of the vast meadows of 
bluestem, shoulder high. Draws and streams 
were timbered, and it was here that the 
settlers located. “The main thing was that 
the timber furnished building material and 
fuel, and good water was usually close by. 
The prairie land, now our most productive 
land, was a problem in those days. It didn’t 
drain too well and was a source of malaria; 
there were a lot of snakes in that grass. But 
on top of all that it was a real job to break 
it up with equipment we had then. So the 
people cleared and farmed the lighter tim- 
ber soil first.” 

At the outbreak of the Civil War Sylves- 
ter Melvin was 10 years old. One event of 
that era is still clear in his mind. “Our pas- 
tor preached a rousing sermon, I remember, 
and after the last hymn and prayer an- 
nounced that the older boys and men would 
gather outside the church at which time he 
would take enlistments in a company for 
the Union army. A lot of them signed up 
that day. Many of them never came back.” 

The 63 years since he first started in Ab- 
erdeen-Angus have brought many changes 
in the cattle business. “Mostly there are 
more good cattle today. Years ago the top 
ones were in the hands of a few, and there 
weren’t many of them. Now everywhere you 
go you see thick cattle, lots of them, in big 
herds and small herds.” 

In the 63 years there has been every 
variety of economic condition, But it is still 
his contention that in good years and bad 
there is no better property than some good 
Angus cows. “Get your cows as thick as you 
can get them, use as good bulls as you can 
find, and don’t pay too much attention to 
fads. Your cows will take you through.”

rougher cow. Here again, the qualifications 
of the show ring are a guide in producing 
more profitable cattle. 


Another objection often voiced is that 
show cattle are too fat. Although we all 
know that it takes fat cattle with quality 
to top the market, frequently we hear a 
rancher express a preference for bulls in 
ordinary condition. Granted, a bull should 
not be turned out when highly fitted, but 
with muscles hard and ready to travel—a 
condition easily achieved, after purchase, 
with proper exercise and feed. 


But since the rancher wants a product 
that will finish for the fat cattle market, he 
must make very sure to use sires that have 
bred in them the ability to put on flesh and 
the required finish. Unless the fat is there 
for him to see, he has no real assurance that 
the bull he buys possesses that fleshing 
ability to transmit to his offspring. And 
experimentation can be costly, even for one 
calf crop. 


The main object of the purebred breeder 
in showing cattle is to improve his herd, 
and in turn, the herds of his customers, 
both commercial and purebred. By taking 
out some of his better breeding animals for 
comparison with those of other breeders, 
with a competent judge placing them, he 
has a means of determining what animals 
are the best to select and keep to produce 
quality beef cattle. 


As an example of what a breeding pro- 
gram can do to improve a product by put- 
ting more meat in the right place, the tur- 
key breeders have been doing an efficient 
service. It has not been very many years 
ago that most turkeys had sharp breasts, 
and the meat was not deep. Today we find 
that turkey breeders are producing broad 
breasted birds with thick meat that is ten- 
der and more desirable than formerly. This 
better type is paying off to them in higher 
prices on the market. The beef producer 
might well take a leaf from the turkey 
grower’s book. 


This is an age of specialization. In order 
to keep up with modern demand and the 
competition of other meat industries, we 
must strive constantly for improvement, 
not merely in quantity, but in quality. The 
easiest factor to build into our cattle has 
been that of size. The factors of quality and 
conformation are more difficult. Perhaps 
we shall never reach perfection on this 
score, but it must be our ultimate goal. 


In recent years other more mildly climated 
parts of the United States are coming rap- 
idly into cattle production. These cattlemen 
have the advantage of a longer growing 
season and cheap operation costs, but the 
disadvantages of poorer quality grass, more 
livestock pests, and other conditions under 
which it is more difficult to produce high 
quality cattle. 

From now on we of the northwest will 
have them as our competitors, but we 
should not try to compete with them in pro-

mailed by a _ breeder. Registrations are 
priced according to the age of the animals 
being recorded and the membership status 
of the applicant. Transfer rates are based 
on the length of time between the dates of 
sale shown by the applications for the an- 
imals being transferred and their receipt 
at the office. The work order lists the num- 
ber and price of the applications. It a!so 
gives the file number assigned the work. 
The work order tabulates the request and 
shows that sufficient funds were sent to 
cover the breeder’s order, or a shortage in 
fees or an overpayment as the case may be. 

Five copies of the work order are made at 
one time. One stays with the work until it is 
completed. Another copy is the acknowl- 
edgment which goes to the breeder. One is 
the bill for additional fees if necessary. A 
copy is used for a cross reference file on the 
work and a copy goes to the shipping de- 
partment for supplies. 

When the work orders are completed for 
an entire day’s mail, all of the work for 
that day is listed on a cash journal. Remit- 
tances for the work are deposited in the 
bank. The cash journal is the record of the 
bookkeeping department. 

After the cash journal is made up, each

ally by registration numbers, any application or inquiry about an animal must be accom- 


panied by its registration number. 


application for registration and transfer is 
dated the day of arrival and marked with 
its file number. 

By using a gestation table and counting 
back from the calving date of an animal, it 
is possible to obtain a close check on the 
breeding date. This date probably seems un- 
important, but many errors in registration 
are prevented in checking this date for each 
animal recorded. In the case of females, of- 
ten the ownership is transferred before the 
animal is delivered. In the lapse of time the 
females may be bred. This will require the 
seller to sign a breeder’s certificate so the 
new owner of the female may register the 
resulting calf. If a bred female calves be- 
fore transfer, the seller will have to regis- 
ter and transfer the calf, too. 

All of the work under one file number is 
placed in a filing jacket during the next 


phase of the processing. Requests for sup- 
plies are delivered to the shipping room. The 
acknowledgment and bill for additional 
fees, if needed, are sent from the work con- 
trol desk. 

Here the work also is sorted into three 
classifications: 

(1) Requests for transfers only, which 
require less time for processing 
than registrations. 

(2) Requests for registrations only. 

(3) Requests for combined registra- 
tions and transfers. 

A record at this desk makes it possible 
to locate any file if the file number is 
known. When breeders inquire about work, 
all they need to do is consult their acknowl- 
edgment for the file number and send this 
to the office with their inquiry. The ac- 
knowledgment should never be destroyed

After the work has been sorted, it moves 
to the card record department. A separate 
card is kept for every animal recorded in 
the American Herd Book. For registration 
applications, cards of both the sires and 
dams are pulled from the files. For trans- 
fers, only the cards for the animals sold are 
pulled. For reference purposes, an index 
card bearing the registration number of the 
animal and the file number of the work is 
inserted where the record card has been re- 
moved. Since animal record cards are filed 
numerically by registration numbers, any 
application or inquiry about an animal must 


be accompanied by its registration number. 

When the animal record cards are pulled 
from the files, they are turned over to the 
checking department with the work file. 
Each application is checked in every detail. 
If there is any discrepancy, a correction 
sheet is written. This is sent to the breeder 
asking for complete information. 

Some of the information the checkers de- 
termine are: Whether names of sire and 
dam are correctly given on application; 
owner of cows at time of service which re- 
veals whether a breeder’s certificate is nec- 
essary; and last calf recorded from the dam. 
It is surprising to note that one of the com- 
mon errors revealed in this check is the 


number of calves breeders mistakenly at- 
tempt to record twice. In these cases the 
registration fees are refunded. Through 
record-keeping errors, applications are of- 
ten received which try to register more than 
one calf for the same cow in less than a 9- 
month period. Further inquiry generally un- 
covers the source of the mistake. 

A common error in the application for 
registration is the omission of the tattoo. 
This information must be given before the 
animals can be registered. Under associa- 
tion rules every registered animal sold at 
auction or private treaty must carry a read- 
able tattoo. If there is no legible tattoo in 
such animal, the association may cancel the 
registration and declare the animal a grade.

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Animal names are checked to see that 
they do not exceed 28 spaces. The number 
of allowable spaces may have to be reduced 
when the volume of registration and trans- 
fer work makes it advisable for the associa- 
tion to use IBM punched card equipment for 
the production of registration certificates. 
When family names are used, they must 
agree with the dam’s family name. No more 
farm names are being reserved but a check 
is made to see that names now on the re- 
servation list are honored. 

When applications are correct, they are 
passed to the typing department. Here reg- 
istration numbers are assigned and the 
certificates are typed. Progeny records are 
typed on the dam’s card. If the animal is 


being registered and transferred at the 
same time, this notation is made on the 
back of the certificates. All along the proc- 
essing line if additional information is need- 
ed, it is noted on a correction sheet and 
mailed to the breeder. When he returns the 
correction sheet with new and accurate in- 
formation, the original application is com- 
pleted accordingly and re-routed through 
the certificate typing department. Applica- 
tions attached to correction sheets are not 
numbered or processed until complete in- 
formation is received from the breeder.

checked for typographical errors and mis- 
takes in copying the applications. If correc- 
tions are necessary, the work is returned to 
the typing department. 

The proofreader sends the approved cer- 
tificates to the work completion desk where 
all numbers issued are entered on the work 
order to complete the office record. The 
certificates are now ready for mailing and 
all letters, applications and cards in the fil- 
ing jackets are sent to the various divisions 
of the filing department. The work order 
becomes part of the association’s permanent 
file for future reference.

transfer, they are sent to a special depart- 
ment for this phase of the work after the 
registrations have been made. 


In following through the many phases of 
registry work, it becomes evident the pro- 
duction of a single new certificate requires 
much time. Around 20 per cent of the ap- 
plications now received in this office show 
defects of one kind or another. This means 
that 35,000 to 50,000 applications each year 
require special handling. This special hand- 
ling may end with one correction sheet to 
the applicant and again it may require a 
number of personal letters and sometimes 
phone calls. One incorrect application may 
require the time and attention which could 
be devoted to the completion of several 
dozen applications if correctly applied for. 


It is impossible to stress too strongly the 
importance of sending in correct applica- 
tions with carefully calcuated fees. Every 
Aberdeen-Angus breeder who checks his ap- 
plications before mailing them to the office 
is helping his fellow breeder by speeding 
up the return of all completed work. Fees 
need to be accurately determined. The by- 
laws require advance payment of all fees. 
It is found that a large part of the delays 
are caused by sending inadequate fees.

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45 head of cows, 45 steers and 100 hogs, 
plus a small flock of chickens—estimated 
that his hired man and himself now save 
four full hours each day over the time when 
they carried and hauled their water. This 
is time that can be used in the fields or in 
work around the place—or as leisure, And 
this saving doesn’t include that of energy 
and back strain. 

Electric water systems are inexpensive as 
well as efficient. A dairy farm reported re- 
cently that water was pumped at a cost of 
five cents a 1,000 gallons for current. This 
water, equal to 20 barrels, was delivered by 
pipes right at the point where it was need- 
ed. Thus the running cost is infinitesimal, 
and increased production will pay for the 
initial installation cost in a short time. A 
good electric water system—and the extra 
production and profits it insures—will last 
for many years. 

How much time does the average farm 
family spend carrying water? When the 
source is an outside well, surveys show that 
it takes the equivalent of 30 eight-hour days 
each year to supply the kitchen alone. And 
to this must be added 20 buckets on wash- 
day plus the much larger requirements for 
livestock. 

A survey recently found a farm wife, 
nearly 70 years of age, who had walked an 
estimated 5,710 miles to and from the well 
which supplied water for her house. In the 
50 years she had lived on the farm, she hid 
traveled daily to the well—which was 140 
feet from the house—and had carried near- 
ly 2,000 tons of water, Moreover, the survey 
showed that pipe could have been extended 
from the well to the house, completely 
eliminating this labor, for less than $25. 
Not only would she have saved this drud- 
gery but she would have had those 5,000- 
plus hours free for other activities. 

Happily, such stories are becoming less 
typical. More farm owners are installing 
water systems that make possible homes 
like that of the Herbert Eagons, who live 
near Delaware, Ohio. 

The Eagon home is water rich. Soft water 
is pumped from the cistern to the kitchen, 
laundry room and bathroom, From a drilled 
well beside the house, water is available at 
the barn and in the pasture lots—as well as 
for watering the lawn and garden. 

Mrs. Eagon does her cooking in a bright, 
pine-paneled kitchen, complete with refrig- 
erator, electric stove and plenty of cabinet 
and working space. But the biggest work- 
saver is the new double sink supplied with 
both hot and cold water from the cistern.

At the back of the ranch-style house, be- 
tween the kitchen and the bathroom, is the 
Eagon laundry room. Water is delivered to 
the laundry tubs from behind-the-wall pipes, 
and a hose connection is handy for filling 
the washing machine. The water pumps and 
the water heater are located in a corner of 
the laundry room taking little or no space. 

Mr. and Mrs. Eagon have a well-designed 
and well-installed water system. When they 
were planning the house, the water system 
and the piping were given high priority. 
All of the rooms using water were placed 
back-to-back, reducing the long runs of pipe 
that add to expense. Moreover, the bathroom 
was placed next to the laundry room so that 
men coming in to wash after a day’s work 
don’t have to tramp through the living 
rooms. 

Outside the house, a pipe running to the 
barn supplies water to troughs for the beef 
cattle. The pasture lot where the young beef 
runs during the summer is provided water 
by a second run of pipe. Spigots at two cor- 
ners of the house may be used to water the 
lawn and garden and even the car. They al- 
so function as outlets in case of fire—a 
measure which makes the farm owner more 
secure and which usyally reduces fire in- 
surance rates. 

Not only does the Eagon water system in- 
stallation mean modern, more convenient 
living for this farm family, but it adds dol- 
lars to their farm value and income. Farm 
homes with running water are far more 
valuable properties than those without it 
and increase their resale price. More pro- 
duction and greater income from livestock 
and poultry is the rule, too, since stock that 
has constantly available water grows faster 
and makes better use of feed consumed. 

Yet the cost of operating an electric wa- 
ter pump is small. A deep well unit con- 
sumes about 1-% kitowatt hours of electric- 
ity while pumping 1,000 gallons of water, 
while a shallow well pump can raise the 
same amount with only one kilowatt hour 
of power. With electric lines now available 
to nearly all farms, it is difficult to see how 
any farmer can continue to pump and carry 
water by hand. 

Often, however, water systems are lack- 
ing on farms because many people think— 
wrongly—that the entire system must be 
installed at one time. A much wiser idea is 
to plan your system carefully—how much 
water is needed, what type of pump and 
tank should be installed, where outlets 
should be placed—and then install it as 
funds permit. Many farmers put in the 
pump and tank, then extend the pipes one 
by one to farm buildings and to the house. 

May is National Water Systems Month, 
and your local water system dealer will be 
happy to show you the installation to meet 
the conditions on your farm. Once your sys- 
tem is installed, you'll wonder how you 
lived without the help it gives.

cost involved when supplementing a corn 
ration. 

With the animal finishing out according 
to a budgeted program next in view comes 
the marketing schedule. With the aid of a 
chart, Zmolek showed the correct times that 
consideration should be given to the market- 
ing of either poor, medium, good or prime 
quality beef. According to the chart shown, 
the prime grades of beef usually come into 
a top market trend during the final months 
of the year with November leading the way. 
Good grade beef follows the same trend as 
the prime grade but not quite as strong in 
demand. Medium grades on the other hand, 
tend to follow a level pattern of marketing 
throughout the year with early spring hold- 
ing a slight edge for a more favorable mar- 
ket. Poor quality beef is in line with the 
medium grades by being favored in the 
spring but showing a definite drop in the 
fall when the prime grades are in demand 
on the market. 

With an eye on the market trends of the 
different grades of cattle, the 4-H beef 
raiser can then purchase his cattle in order 
to feed for the market he seeks. The prime 
and good grades, of course, should finish 
out for the fall market when they are in 
demand. If the medium grade is desired, 
then the feeding program should be laid out

so that the animal can be roughage fed 
throughout the winter, for cheaper gain, 
and then touched off in the spring with a 
finishing of corn for the early market. Here 
the versatility of the program speaks for it- 
self on being considered along with the beef 
for show projects for 4-H feeders. 

A word of caution can be inserted here 
pertaining to calves that are newly pur- 
chased. If the calf has been used to a high 
protein ration, he should be maintained at 
that level, or slackened off slowly to a 
roughage ration if that is the desired pro- 
gram, the specialists warned. Too often a 
calf is drastically cut from a high protein 
content ration to a roughage diet without 
due consideration of this fact, they added. 

Having plotted the market trend with a 
calf finishing out on a set schedule, next 
comes the problem of finding a suitable 
market. County fair auctions can be used as 
a market source, but usually there is an ap- 
preciable price increase following the fair 
season. Possibly the best place for market- 
ing finished beef is directly with the packer. 
Here the 4-H’er can see for himself how his 
beef finished out and graded according to 
the packer’s standards. In looking over the 
careasses on the rail he'll be able to rec- 
ognize what his efforts and feeding program 
have produced. 

In summary the following points can be 
outlined as a basis for encouraging feeder 
cattle programs for 4-H youth: 

1. Practical from the standpoint of learn- 
ing feeding, selection and marketing on a 
profitable basis. 

2. Education in the production of dif- 
ferent grades of beef cattle. 

3. Education and experience in actual 
trend marketing. 

4. Room for easy expansion of program. 

5. Easier to produce on a basis of time 
devoted—less personal attention needed in 
individual cattle care.

RALPH MAY TO MANAGE 
SOUTH DAKOTA HERD 
OF REGISTERED ANGUS 

Effecetive March 1, Ralph May, who has 
been director of agricultural relations for 
Wilson and Company of Chicago since De- 
cember 1943, will become manager of the 
registered Aberdeen-Angus herd of Jen- 
nings Brothers of Highmore and Miller 
South Dakota. 

May is well-known in livestock circles. 
He is a native of Kiowa County, Oklahoma, 
where he was active as a youth in 4-H Club 
work. He attended Panhandle A. & M. Col- 
lege at Goodwell and later obtained his B. 
S. degree in animal husbandry at Oklahoma 
A. & M. College, Stillwater, where he was 
a member of the livestock judging team. 

In 1938 he became a graduate assistant 
at Michigan State College, East Lansing, 
finishing work toward a Master’s degree in 
animal breeding in 1940. Following gradua- 
tion, he joined the Michigan Extension Ser-

vice as a livestock specialist. His work 
throughout Michigan brought him in close 
contact with a large number of Angus 
breeders. While with Wilson & Company, 
he traveled extensively throughout all the 
major livestock producing sections of the 
country. His educational and producer rela- 
tions activities brought him in contact with 
a large number of livestock breeders and 
feeders and educational agencies. 


His new affiliation with the South Dakota 
ranchers is part of a plan to step-up their 
purebred operations. Ted and Clayton Jen- 
nings now run more than 200 registered 
cows and about 1,500 commercial Aberdeen- 
Angus. Plans now call for increasing the 
registered herd to more than 500 head. This 
expansion will enable them to more nearly 
meet the unusually strong demand they 
have experienced for purebred Angus bulls 
from ranchers throughout the Dakotas, 
Montana, Wyoming, and Nebraska areas. 


Their start in Aberdeen-Angus was made 
in 1945 when they purchased 33 purebred 
heifers. Their father was an extensive cat- 
tle feeder near Livermore, Iowa. It was this 
early experience in the cattle feeding busi- 
ness that made the Jennings brothers famil- 
iar with the demand for high quality Angus 
steers. They started out to produce top 
quality steers and show records prove they 
have succeeded. At the recent American 


Royal in Kansas City, the carload of fat 
steers exhibited by Russell Bucks of Daven- 
port, Iowa, won the grand championship. 
Another carload fed and shown by Bucks 
was made reserve grand champion at the 
recent Denver show. Both of these loads of 
steers were bred by Jennings Brothers. 

Since their start with the first small lot 
of Angus heifers, they have added several 
groups of females. They carefully select 
registered bulls of similar breeding for use 
in their commercial herd.
